The only 
information that I was able to give them was *hat was on the Uquor Location 
sheets in the Liquor File. That information was that the Beer License at both 
locatiouswae in the name of Wanda June Nolan, 1218 iN. Clinton. The F. B. I. 
Agentsstated that Kolan no longer lived at this address. The F. B. I. Agents 
statedthat they could not find out who owned theue Bars and asked me if I 
wouldcall the Star Bar and see if I could find out who owned it. I did as 
they asked. I called the Star Bar and identified myself and asked who owned 
this Bar. I was told by a Bar Maid that a Mr. and Mrs. J. B. Mitchell owned 
this Bar. I was also told that they lived in Oak Cliff but that the Bar Maid 
did not know where and did not know their phone number. The Bar Maid stated 
that the Mitchell's had owned the Bar for about 1 and A years. This was the 
only information that I gave the Agents.
